NORTH AND SOUTH. 



We have little later American news by the 
Kliza Auderson tbao that received by the 
mail Bteamer, yet that littlo possesses con- 
siderable interest. Though we bwve only 
extracts from the address of President lOhwis- 
to the Southern Confederacy published in 
the beginning of this month, we con still 
form a pret'y fair idea of the feeling an'ima- I 
ting the Southern leaders since the recent 
reverses sutured by their arms. We cannot 
fail to percoive a difference in the totio pre- 
vailing in the present address much less 
Cheerful and hopeful than that which ani- 
mated- previous similar effusions. The bravo 
and desperate struggle which they havo 
maintained for tho last two years with so 
much success now preeeuts to them a gloomy 
nspect which might wall dispirit tho most 
oourageous. Whilst they had so muny suc- 
cesses attendant upon their arms the people 
of the South were no doubt buoyed up with 
the hope thnt tho dissensions and divisions of 
tho North would lead to a peace both hon- 
orablo and advantageous to the cause upon 
which' they had so much set their hearts. 
Their expectations were indeed shared by 
many outside the Southern Staies. Kurope 
and America looked upon the chauoes of the 
winning or losing their independence ns 
about even, though perhaps with the o-J-ls in 
favor of the former contingency. A series 
of important successes on tho part cf the 
North has changed the whole faccof things. 
If the North were unwilling before thus; 
events to humble themselves so much as to 
make peace upon tho terni3 ol tho South, 
it were vain to expect they would he more 
placable when they were victorious. And 
such appears to have been tho experience of 
the Southern leaders. The rumor thnt the 
South had previously to tho fall or Vioks- 
burg becoming generally known, made ad- 
vances towards peace, gathers some strength 
from the allusion of President Davis to the 
refusal of tho American Government to con- 
fer on certain matters connected with the 
war. ''There is no alternative left for you, 
says the Southern leader to his people " but 
victory or subjugation, slavery and utlor 
ruin of yourselves, your families and your 
country." Seeking to inspire them with 
hope he says, " Victory is within your 
rench, you have but to stretch forth your hand. 
All that is necessary is for those called to 
the field by every motive that can move hu- 
man hearts, promptly to repair to their posts 
of dnty and stand by their comrades no.v 
in front of the foe, and thus strengthen the 
Confederacy so as to insure success." The 
declaration of amnesty to deserters and the 
exhortation to the women of the South to 
use their all powerful! influence in aid of the 
call to arms and to add one crowning sacri 
fico to those which their patriotism has so 
freely and so constantly offered on their 
country's altar, — all this taken in connec- 
tion with the recent conscription shows that 
the great and final struggle which is to close 
this bloody war of brothers is fast npproach- 
ing. That the last sceno will be a desperate 
cne, few who have watched the progress of 
tho war and tho stubborn pride animating 
both parties, can have the slightest doubt. 
Every available man thnt the South con 
command will be mustered into the service, 
and be called to do battle in what now ap- 
pears to be an almost hopelss cause. Great 
as the admiration which their heroic valor 
has earned them during the two years they 
have held their own agaist the might of the 
North, tha ending of the great drama appears 
not less noble than everything preceding, nnd 
oaunot fail to excite regret that so bruve a 
people should have struggled so vainly. Fur 
we can scarcely conceive that it can bo 
otherwise than a vain struggle. 

The South will no doubt fight many a 
battle and achieve a fair share of success, yet 
they aro now shut out from the world more 
completely than ever. Every day the circle 
within which the contest rages continues to 
grow narrower. Notwithstanding the great 
want of unaminity existing in the North, the 
men and money still come forth with no signs 
of decreasing vigor; for although opposi- 
tion has- been shown in many places to the 
draft, the elements of strength still exist, and 
ao long as they exist will be made avail- 
able. In order clearly to perceive Hie vast 
disparity which exist between the two sec- 
tions, we have only to consider that nothing is 
stopped in the North, trade, commerce und 
manufactures go on ns usual. Ingress and 
egress to and from the ports of the North i.- 
free, emigration continues to pour in thou- 
sands of the hardy lighting men of Europe, 
Everything moves as nicely as in peace, while 
in the Sonth the very contrary oxists. Every 
dUadvantage is present, but brave heaits 
united to do battle unto death. The sinews 
of war musl in the end win, and it would not 
ba very strange if the end should come before 
next spring. After that who shall sny what 
will take place !

Meeting of Licensed Victuallers. 

A meeting ol licensed liquor dealers wag 
held last night, pursuant to notice, in the store 
adjoining the St. Nicholas Hotel. There was 
a largo attendance. 

Mr. Drown, of the Island Hotel, oocupied 
the chair, and Mr. Quartos officiated as secre- 
tary. 

The chairman made a request that any per- 
son who was not a liquor dealer should with- 
draw, whereupon several persons left the 
oom 

The chairman said he wished it to be 
understood that those liquor dealers who 
wero present at the meeting of the previous 
evening which had been adjourned, desired 
to amalgamate with the present meeting in 
order that they might be unanimous in their 
action. (Hear, hear.) He considuted they 
were suliicienlly numerous to make them- 
selves felt. (Hear.) 

Mr. E. li. Thomas, on behalf of the secre- 
tary, read the proceedings of the provious 
meeting which were adopted ; and upon mo- 
tion of Mr. Kecnan, all parties present wero 
called upon to sign the document by which 
tho publicans of Victoria formed themselves 
into a " Licensed Vie. nailers Association." 

Mr. liurnes asked whether F. F. D. who 
occupied a seat at the reporter's table, was a 
member of the Press 1 

V. V. D. rising and violently rattling a 
tray full ol glasses which stood close by — "a 
membcrof the Tress? 1 dies any body dare 
to ask me if I am a member ol tho Pre s? 
Then let me tell him 1 am. This is the 
greatest insult ever offered tec Press. I write 
for the London Times, Despatch [laughter], lor 
the Colonist sometimes, for the Chronicle 
often, and also for the Evening Express. 
(Laughter.) Where's the man who objects 
to P. P. I). ?" Mr. Davies, upon promise of 
quiet behaviour, was suffered to remain. 

The following resolutions were then unani 
mously passed ; 

That the Association call itself the "Van- 
couver Victuallers' Association.'' Moved by 
Mr. Gowan. 

That a Committee of seven bo formed to 
Irnmo By-laws, Moved by Mr. liurnes. 

The following Committee was then chosen: 
Mr. J. 0. Kecnan, Mr. Met/er, Mr. Bendixen, 
Mr. B. Griffin, Mr. Poster, Mr. Gowan, Mr. 
E. Thomas. (Mr. McCanu, and Mr. Pattrick 
were nominated but declined ) 

The Committee then retired for a few 
minutes to ascertain what time they would 
require for framing the By-laws 

The Committee upon re-entering stated that 
they would be prepared to report progress in 
a week. 

Upon motion of Mr. MeCann it was 
agreed that the Committee have power to.cull 
a meeting. 

Mr. Pattrick was elected Treasurer pro. 
tern. 

Mr. Ktenan proposed a contribution of 
$1 each to meet preliminary expenses, which 
was immediately paid by nil present. 

Mr. MeCann proposed that any licensed 
liquor dealer may join tho Association by 
payment of a dollar. The list to be left at 
the St. Nicholas Hall. Carried. 

Mr. Kecnan proposed that the Treasurer 
pay all the bills due by the Association. 
Carried. 

Mr. Gowan moved that new members be 
admitted by payment of $L and signing the 
document to be left at the St. Nicholas Mil- 
liard Hall, within one week, after which they 
ehould be admitted by ballot.

Two Day? Later War News. 

By the arrival of the Eliza Anderson at 
noon yesterday, we have the following two 
days' later news from the stat of war : 

Washington, August 7 — Statements ap- 
peared in some of the Northern papers, after 
the fall of Vicksburg and tho defeat of Bob, 
that the question of peace had been discussed 
in the Federal Cabinet, and that a Cabinet 
crisis had been caused by tho proposition of 
Mr. Seward to issue an amnesty to ths South- 
ern people. These statements wore uot 
thought sufficiently important to demand con- 
tradiction. It seems now that they went to 
Europe and were made the foundation for 
new castles in ait, built by European enemies 
of tho United Statos. It is therefore proper 
to say that these statements had no founda- 
tion. No such debates, or proposition, cr 
such amnesty has been made, nor have any 
differences arisen. 

Baltimore, August 7 — The American, of 
this ovening, says Richmond papers of tho 
5th contain tho following address by Jeff 
Davin : 

Tc the soldiers of the Confederacy : — Aftor 
over two years' war, scarcely equalled in the 
number, magnitude, and learlul carnage of 
its battles, which your courage and fortitude 
have illustrated, attracting not only gratitude 
at home, but admiration abroad, your ene- 
mies continue the struggle, in which our 
final triumph must no inevitable. Conscious 
of our ability to prevail by legitimate warfare, 
and nut during to make ponce lest they should 
bo hurled from their scats of power, the men 
who now rule at Washington rcfuso even to 
confer on the subject of putting an end to 
tho outrages which disgrace our age, or 
listen to suggestions for conducting the war 
according to ii;o usages ol civilization. Tbere 
is no alternative loll you but victory or sub- 
jucation, slavery and utter ruin to yourselves, 
your families and your country. Victory is 
within your, reach — you have but to stretch 
forth your hand. Ail that is necessary is for 
those called to the Meld by every mrtivo that 
can move human hearts promptly to repair 
to their pasts of duty, and stand by their com- 
rades now in front of tho foe, and thus so 
strengthen the Confederacy as to insure suc- 
cess. 

Davis then appeals to those who havo ab- 
sented themselves from their post9 to return 
to their duty, and declares a general amnesty 
fur thirty days to allow officers and men no .v 
absent without leave to return. He then 
says, finally : l: l conjure my country women, 
wives, mothers, sisters, and daughters of the 
Confederacy, to use their all powerful influ- 
ence in aid of the call, to add one crowning 
sacrifice to those which their patriotism has 
so freely and so constantly offered on 'their 
country's altar, and take care that none who 
owe service iu the field bo sheltered from dis- 
grace, having deserted their country ami 
their God." 

New York, August 7 — Claims against the 
city for damages sustained by the late riots, 
thus lar presented, foot up S'JoO.OOO. 

Washington, Aug. 7 — Articles appear in 
the journals of this city and elsewhere, repre- 
senting war with Great Britain as imminent ; 
but tho assumption that these articles are 
authorised by the government, or made upon 
any knowledge of its views, is without foun- 
dation. 

Ciiicaoo, 'Aug. 7.— Yesterday's X. Y. Herald 
says the government designs sending a naval 
force to the Pacific, and with this view" the com- 
mandant of tho naval rendezvous on that coast is 
directed to make Itrenuous ell'urts to procuro 201' 
men, in each and all the different grades of ser- 
vice.

In the negotiations 
nt London.of tho p;reat Powers who largely con- 
tributed to the foundation ol (I recce, nnd pre - 
served unonfcebled their interest in her pro- 
gress, wc stipulated as the condition of our ac- 
ceptance of the Crown, tho union of the Ionian 
Isles with theUrock Kingdom. Wc feel pleasure 
in expressing our certain expectation that this 
union will soon tu!<e place ; and we wished 
that the young King when received by his 
people should be bailed as bringing with him 
the fulfilment of this well-louudod long- 
cherished desire. We hope that he will suc- 
ceed, with the co-operation of the Greek 
people, in developing the rich resources of 
the country, nnd in conducting her to a splen- 
did and happy future. This desire is shared 
by alt who preserve the recollection of the 
heroic combat of Greece for independence ; 
and when the young Sovereign enters his 
new homo this wish will accompany him 
from Denmark's King and people." 

Turning to Prince William, the King of 
Denmark continued : — 

"Before you leave ibis spot I give you this 
heartfelt and well-meant advice. Let it bo 
your constant endeavor to gain and preserve 
the love of the people. Without boasting I 
speak from experience when I say that in 
this consists the true happiness of a King.

ATLANTIC ITEMS' 

The New York correspondent of the San 
Francisco Evening Bulletin, writing under 
date July 13th, says : 

TUB CONSCRIPTION. 

This reminds me to say that the drafting 
under the Conscription law began to bo en- 
forced in this city on Saturday last, and is 
being continued to-day. It has caused con- 
siderable excitement and rioting, which is 
now going on as 1 write. I have, however, 
no time at present to dwell on the subject. 
FOREIGN 1NTERV KNTION. 

We have again hail much talk and trilling 
about foreign intervention. The Emperor of 
Prance had a long interview with Slidell 
which meant recognition. Ho told Roebuck 
of the British Parliament he intended lo inter- 
vene, which made it certain, lie authorized 
fiaron Gros, his minister in London, to deny 
that he had any intention of Inking any part 
in the American quarrel, which made assur 
mice doubly sure. One doesn't know what to 
make out of it all. It perturbes the souls of 
many good people. Hut he will give ns lime 
enough, it is hoped, to get the conscription in 
force and a new army in tho field, and haul 
the rebellion down, which we hope to do hy 
tho close of next year. After that wo will he 
more ready to receive his compliments. 

Late Richmond papers speak in gratifying 
terms of the recent French victories in Mox 
ico. They back up the movements of the 
Emperor, and say Unit while it is tho inter- 
ested policy of the North to favor the Mexi- 
cans, it is the solemn duty of the South to 
sustain the French in every way, nnd to en- 
courage them to perseverance, as the recog- 
nition of the Southern Confederacy depends 
entirely on the previous conquest nnd subju- 
gation of Mexico by her invaders, They 
pray for the conquest of Mexico, because on 
the ruins of that uution their nationality ia to 
rise. 

The N. Y. Herald soys: — A despatch from 
Vienna of Ihe 25th of June lias the following 
interesting intelllgnnce : "Mr. Jewett, who 
came to Kurope on a mission, the object of 
which was lo restore peace in America, had 
n private interview to-day with Count Recll- 
bcrg on the subject of mediation on thu basis 
of the proposals made by tho Emperor of the 
French. Kr. Jewett asked for the friendly 
co-operation of Austria for the restoration ol 
peace. Count Rechberg promised to comply 
with this request in the event of the Xorth 
and South expressing a wish to that effect." 

The following is from our Vienna corres- 
pondent, Juno 26 : The American dilettanti, 
Mr. W. C. Jewett, is now residing here, and 
is doing his utmost to gain Austria over to 
join in a collective mediation with tho other 
European Powers between the United and 
Confederate Stales. Mr. Jewett has been to 
London and Paris, and to-day had an inter- 
view with Count Keehborg. From hero ho 
proceeds to St. Petersburg. It is well un- 
derstood that Mr. Jewett is accredited neither 
from Washington nor Riohinond, and baa not 
received the least ollicial or even semi-ollicial 
power. | Indeed I] He is taking these diplo- 
matic proceedings out of pure Quakerism and 
sell conceit.

As 
for me, Sire, I have lived long enough, after 
having seen this day, lo exclaim with Simeon, 
" Lord, now let thy servant depart in peace." 

King George replied : — 1 receive tho first 
greetings of the representatives of tho Greek 
people with true joy. U is with profound 
emotion that 1. have iienrd them from the 
mouth ol the man whose name is linked with 
everlasting fame to the regeneration of 
Greece. 1 am dejply impressed with the 
responsibility of the position which lias fallen 
to my lot, and will dedicate to it the Utmost 
powers of my lifo. J rely upon the loyal 
assistance of the Greek people for the attain- 
ment, of our oommnn ohjecl — Ihe happiness 
of Greeco. I have grown up in a country 
where legal order is combined with cntiio 
consiilu'.innal freedom, and which has thereby 
attained largo and felicitous development. 
The lesson 1 have here received shall ac- 
company mc tn my new country, and I shall 
always keep iu view the motto of the King 
of Denmark, " The love of the peoplo is my 
strength." 

The new King of the Greeks was much 
cheered by the people upon leaving the Castle 
of Cliristuinsborg. A large concourse of peo- 
ple assembled iu the streets to greet the de- 
putation, and the public buildings and many 
bouses were decorated with Hags. The 
banquet given in the evening by his Majesty 
the King of Denmark was ol an extremely 
brilliant character ; 2;")l) guests were present. 

The King ol Denmark proposed thu health 
ol King George ol Greece, saying that he hud 
always himself endeavoured to find happi- 
ness in the love of his people, and that he 
advised the young King to proceed in the 
same course. 

King George replied that he would faith- 
fully observe his Majesty's advice, and that 
it should be his constant endeavour to do 
honor to the land which had given his birth. 

Tho Gieek deputation had an audience on 
Sunday of the King of Denmark, ut which 
his Majesty conferred high Danish orders 
upon ihe members of ihe deputation.—
